Ordinance Declared Viola- 
tive of Both State and Fed- 
eral Constitutions—Judge| 
Lumpkin Renders Special 
Opinion. 


WILL REDRAFT ORDINANCE 

Councilman Claude Ashley, au- 
thor of the segregation ordinance, 
upon being informed by The Con- 
stitution that the supreme court 
had declared the ordinance uncon- 
stitutional, stated last night that he 
will redraft the ordinance so as 
to eliminate the unconstitutional 
points indicated by the supreme 
court, and introduce it in council 
for passage as soon as he can read 
the supreme conrt’s decision and 
draft the new bill. : 


‘ The state supreme oourt on Friday 
handed down a deciston declaring the 
race segregation ordinance of the city 
of Atlanta contrary to both the federal 
and the state constitutions, in that it 
“violative of the due process clause” 
of both constitutions. 

The opinion was written by Justice 
Atkinson, and was concurred in by all 
the justices with the exception o? 
Chief Justice Fish,

Justice Lumpkin, however, in a spe- 
cial opinion, concurred “in the result 
reached, but not in all that is said in 
the opinion of Mr. Justice Atkinson.” 

“It seems to me,” said Justice Lump- 
kin,’ that the discussion in regard to 
the right to use property as an incident 
to ownership may lead to extreme re- 
eults.”’ 

Segregation Law Passed. 

The Ashley segregation ordinance, 
as adopted by council, June 16, 1913, 
had for its object the establishment of 
racial uniformity of the residents in 
each city block. The ordinance pro- 
\ided that any block which was at the 
time of the passage of the ordinance 
already occupied in its entirety by 
residents all white or all negroes should 
hecome automaticaly a “white” or 
“black” block, accordingly. 

In “mixed” blocks, or blocks in which 
both white people and negroes were re- 
siding, the owners of the property 
migiit decide whether the block should 
“white” or “black,” but could com- 
pel no tenant to move on this account 
of the decision. However, when: a 
tenant of the opposite race should move, 
4 tenant of that race could not occupy 
the vacant property. Through this 
process of elimination by voluntary 


evacuation the block would eventually 
“black,” as had been 


be 


hecome “white” or 
determined. 

in opening new territory, the pro- 
moter must advertise whether the 
property is to be “white” or “black.” 


1913, an amendment, 
of which Cofincilman Jesse Wood was 
the author.: was adopted affecting 
“mixed” slodks. which provided that in 
such a block a negro could not move 
next dvor to @ white without the lat- 
ter’s consent, and vice versa. 

It was upon this amendment that the 
question came to the supreme court. 

The third footnote of Justice Atkin- 
son's opinion: says: 

“Sections and 2 of the ordinance of 
the city of Atlanta, adopted June 16, 
1913, and cofresponding sections of an 
amendment, adopted November 3, 191-3, 
prohibiting White persons and colored 
persons from residing in the same 
block, deny the inherent right of a per- 
gon to ac quire, enjov and dispose .of 
property, and for these reasons are 
violative of the due process clause of 
the federal and estate constitutions.’ 

How Case Arose. 

The decision arose from the case of 
John Carey and H. C, Smith vy. the city 
of Atlanta. John Carey, a white man, 
on October 1, 1918, sold to H. C. Smith, 
a negro, the. property Known as No.’ 38

Granger street, now Griffin street. This 
property was. located in a “mixed” 
block, and the house 


itself ,jhad been 
occupied by a white tenant. The house 


next to it was also occupied by a 
white tenant. Smith rented the house 
to a wuerro tenant and collected a 
months rent in advance. The white 


tenant of the house next door objected 
and appealed to the city. The chief of 
police notified the negro tenant that 
his occupaney of the house would en- 
tail prosecution under the segregation 
ordinance. The negro gave up the house 
and was returned the month's rent 
which he had paid. 

Carey. who had not vet received full 
payment for the property, and Smith 
petitioned the Fulton superior court for 
an interlocutory injunction to restrain 
the city from executing the segregation 
ordinance. The court refused to grant 
the injunction, and the plaintiffs ap- 


pealed. The supreme court held the 
lower court tn error, in that the ordi- 
nance is unconstitutional. 


Justice Atkinson, In his opinion, cited 
ihe action of the supreme court of 
Maryland in declaring the segregation 
ordinance of Baltimore invalid. He also 
eited rulings of the supreme court of 
North Carolina and other rulings. 
Atkinson's Hypothetical Case. 
Justice Atkinson otlined a hypothet- 
ical case where a White man owns and 
eccupies a house. On one side of him 
a house is owned and occupied by a 
negro. On the other side @ house is 
owned and occupied by a white man. 
justice Atkinson cited that under the 
Atianta ordinance the white man own- 
jing this house = eould not place another

Austrian Archduke Slated for 


King, Russia Hears. 


Petrograd, February 12.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—News has reached here from 
apparently authentic source that Ger- 
many and Austria have deciared the 
independence of Poland, to become op- 
erative February 14, when it is planned 
to hold a convention at Cracow, Galicia, 
to choose a king. 


-It is stated that Archduke Karl 
Stephen, of Austria, is a likely candi- 
date for the throne. 


The convention members are to be 
elected by ballot by the population in 
such parts of Poland: and Galicia as 
now are in the possession ofthe Aus- 
trians and Germans, it is said. Ger- 
many has vielded German Silesia to 
the proposed kingdom. 

: Pending the holding of the conven- 
tion the temporary government is head- 
ed by Ignatz Daschinsky, socialist mem- 
ber of the Austrian reichstag.

February 12.—( By Wireless 
to Sayville, I. I.)—Sir Roger Casement, 
leader of the Seaparatist faction in 
Ireland, published here today an open 
letter to Sir Edward Grey, British 
secretary of state for foreign affairs, 
alleging that he, Sir Roger, has docu- 
mentary evidence to prove that the 
British government is in a criminal 
conspiracy to have him captured or 
Killed, says_an item given out tonight 
by the Overseas ‘News agency. 


Sir Roger made a statement, con- 
tinues the news agency, charging 
Mansfeldt De C. Findlay, British min- 


ister to Norway, 
Sir Roger's man servant, 
tenson, a Norwegian, for the capture 
or killing of Casement, for which 
Christenson would receive $25,000. 
Sir Roger showed a photographic 
copy of what purported to be a letter 
written British legation paper at 
Christiania, in the minister's hand- 
writing and over his; signature. The 
writer of this letter promised ‘‘on be- 
half of the British government,” that 
if, through information” given by 
Christenson, Sir Roger should be cap-

‘tured, either with or without his com- 


‘panions, Christenson would receive 
“from the British government,” £5,009, 
would be allowed personal immunity 
and would be given free passage to 
the United States if he so desired. 

‘Christenson personally declared, ac- 
cording to Sir Roger, that Findlay told 
him to lure Sir Roger to a point on 
the coast where a British shtp would 
run in and get him, ‘or, still better, to 
Knock him in the head.’”’ 

“Will Submit Proofs.” 

Sir Roger said that he-had asked 
the Norwegiah government to promise 
protection and that after this 
promise was received he would go to 
Christiania immediately and lay be- 
fore the government proofs of the 
British minister's ,; alleged conspiracy 
with a Norwegian subject on Norwe- 
gian soil. ¢

countries for their: governments and a 
copy also h&s been directed to Secre- 
tary of State Bryan at Washington.

Administration’s New Pro- 
posal Does Not Concede 


Enough to Secure Its Pass- 


age, Say House Leaders. 


Washington, February 12.—The ship 
purchase bill fight shifted today from 
the senate to the house. In .the sen- 


ate, the measure, blocked by republic- 
an opposition, was displaced as un- 
finished business, and a cloture rule, 
designed to terminate forcibly the fili- 
buster, was taken up. 
Administration forces hegan work on 
& compromise house bill, but house 
leaders were far from confident it 
would junite the divided senate demo- 
crats or win republican support. They 
declared the administration did not con- 


cede enough in the proposed compro- 
mise 10 secure its passage. 
The ecloture rule presented in the 


senate met the same republican fili- 
buster that had blocked the ship bill, 
and a conference of senate democrats 
was called for tomorrow to consider the 
advisability of continuing the fight for 
the cloture proposal. or of abandoning 
it and returning to a dbrect contest for 
the shipping bill. 
Wilson Rejects Compromise. 

The new bill in the house was de- 

veloped after Postmaster General Burle- 
son, for the administration, went to 
the capitol and definitely rejected the 
compromise measure advanced by Rep- 
resentative Kitchin. The Kitchin pro- 
posal contemplated making the ship 
bill @ temporary emergency measure 
and would have taken the government 
out of the shipping business twd years 
after the termination of the European 
war. Mr. Nitchin declared passage of 
this measure through both branches of 
congress was assured. 
The administration counter proposal, 
as it was being framed tonight, would 
organize a shipping board with an ap- 
propriation 6f $40,000,000 to engage in 
Shipping for a period - ending two years 
after the war’s termination. Then the 
ships would be turned over to the sec- 
retary of the navy to be leased or op- 
erated in the merchant service in his 
discretion. This plan, to place the gov- 
ernment permanently in the shipping 
business, was the point the administra- 
tion insisted on. It is the provision, 
too, against which the senate republic- 
ans’ filibuster is aimed chiefly. House 
leaders tonight said that provision 
would defeat the measure the sen- 
ate. | 

The administration proposal, which 
embraces the Weeks bill, for the or- 
ganization of a merchant marine 
naval auxiliary. the Gore compromise 
shipping bill and amendments prob- 
ably will be brought into the house 
next week. Passage of the Weeks 
bill with the administration amend- 
ments would place the compromise be- 
fore the senate as a house amendment 
to a bil! already passed. 

Kitchin Without Hope. 

Representative Kitchin said tonight 
that he had no hope of the administra- 
tion compromise passing the senate. 

“It may hdve a moral effect upon 
the senate and the country,” he added, 
however, ‘and'may strengthen the ad- 
ministration ‘support in the senate.” 

The Weeks bill would provide for 
the establishment of “United States 
navy mail lines between the United 
States and South America and between 
the United States and the countries of 
Europe.” It would authorize the 
secretary of the navy to employ avail- 
able naval vessels at his discretion 
in general mail, freight and passenger 
business. 

The ship purchase bill to be added 
to the Weeks measure is the one 
agreed on in the senate caucus. With 
relation to the pu rchase of belliger- 
ent-owned merchant ships in Ameri- 
can harbors the only limitation woule 
be that in.buying vessels during con- 
tinuance of the European war “no
